Dated the 26th May 1879. 


No. 145.—Notification.—In exercise of the powers conferred on him by section 99 of 
Act III (B.C.) of 1876, the Hon’ble the Lieutenant-Goveruor is pleased to direct the pub- a 
lication of the following rules for the Sone Canals which it is proposed to substitute for the 
rules passed and published at pages 1154 to 1159, Part I, of the Calcutta Gazette of the 23rd 


October 1878.

RULES UNDER ACT III (B. C.) OF 1876. 


1, The Collector, before awarding compensation under section 16, or making a reference 
under section 17, of the Act, shall obtain the written opinion of the Superintending Canal 
Officer, which shall form part of the record of the proceedings. 

2, Water shall not be granted where, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer, 
loss from wastage is likely to occur, 

' 8.,-eWater shall not ordinarily be granted where the length of the village channel, from 
its head to its point of contact with the village boundary, exceeds two (2) miles. 


4. Water for irrigation shall not beesupplied, except through a village channel so con- 
» structed and maintained that, in the opinion of the Divisional Canal Officer— 
(a)—the water will pass without wastage ; 
(¢)—the existing necessary lines of communication, the flow of drainage water, 
- and the passage of water for irrigation will not be obstructed. 


5. Persons desirous (i) of constructing a village channel, (ii) of registering a channel 
already constructed, (iii) of taking water from a village chanuel, or (iv) of taking water from 
any outlet provided by Government, shall prefer a written application to the Divisional 
Canal Officer, or to some officer duly authorised by him to receive such applications. In 
the first two cases (i) and (ii), if the application be received by an officer subordinate to the 

_ Divisional Canal Officer, it shall be forwarded to him for orders. 


’ 6. An application under rule 5 shall, if granted, and unless otherwise specially agreed 
upon, be subject to the following conditions :—

| “ 9. The allowance to the Tebsildar of a village channel for collecting the water-rates 
ee shall be one-half anna in the rupee on the amount actually paid in by him, If the 
Tehsildar shall satisfy the Collector that arrears have not accrued eecit any negligence on 
his part, it shall be within the discretion of the Collector to pay him the allowance on the 
whole or otvany part of such arrears. e ‘ : 
10. Contracts between the Divisional Canal Officer on the part of Government and 
private individuals for the use of water as a motive power, or for any other purpose whatso- 
ever not included in the published schedule of rates, shall, if for any period not exceeding 
one year, require the previous sanction of the Superintending Canal Officer. 
If proposed for longer periods, such contracts shall be submitted for the sanction of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in the Irrigation Department. 
, 11. Tanks may be filled with canal water without charge, and without reference to the 
area irrigated in any village, whenever water can be made available without injury to the 
| cultivation dependent on any canal, under the following conditions ;— 


(a)—No tank shall be so filled unless the water is to be exclusively used for domestic. 


} purposes or for watering cattle, or both. 
/ (b)—No tank shall be so filled from which irrigation is practised.

18. If only a portion of a field be frvrigitd, the water-rate shall be civeeiiile. on the 
whole ficld, unless such portion shall have been clearly demarcated, previous to the admission 
of the water, by a ridge not less thay half a foot high. 

ig. When a portion of a field has been irrigated with canal water and a portion with 
well or reservoir water, the whole field shall be liable for canal water-rate, unless a clearly 
distinguishable boundary exists between the two portions. 

20. If well or reservoir water is conveyed in the same channel as canal water, the 
whole of the irrigation from that channel shall be liable to canal water-rate. The Suttadar 
will be held personally responsible for the due observance of this rule and of rules 

~19 to 23 and 24. 

21. Irrigation from natural or artificial escape channels, when the supply is permanent, 
shall be governed by the same rules as irrigation from other parts of the canal. 

22, Irrigation from such channels, when the supply is intermittent, may be allowed at 
such reduced rates as shall from time to time be fixed by the Licutenant.Governor. 

23. Persons irrigating lands from a canal without a written permit for water for such 
lands, or taking water at times prohibited by, proper authority, shall be chargeable with 
double water-rates on the area irrigated. 

24. The charge leviable for water suffered to run to waste on uncultivated lands shall 
be calculated at the highest | rate specified in the schedule, viz. five rupees per acre on the 
area flooded; provided that in every such case the Divisional Canal Officer may impose a 
lower ‘ate if he thinks fit. The Suttadar to be held responsible for reporting such waste 
of water. 

25. When the original crop sown in ‘a field, irrigated by the canal water, fails and is 

seep dead up, and a fresh crop is sown in the same season, the water-rates shall be levied on

84. In special cases not otherwise provided for by these rules, and in cases in which 
water-rates are not recoverable owing to the absconding or bankruptcy of the defaulter, the 
Collector will obtain the sanction of the Cowmissioner of the Division to the remission of 
such sums as he may deem irrecoverable. The details of such remission shall be commtni- 
cated at the close of each officisl year to the Divisional Canal Officer, 


85. If a cultivator is dissatisfied with the entries made against him in the’khatiauni, 
whether as to the fact of the land having been charged ‘ flow” instead of “ lift,” or as to the 
measurements and entries of class of crop, he must lodge a complaint, either personally or 
through tle Suttadar ofthis watercourse, with the Divisional or Sub-divisional Canal Officer 
at least seven days prior to the cutting of the crop. 


86. No person shall, without the permission in writing of the Divisional or Sub-divi- 
sional Canal Officer, pass, or cause any animal or vehicle to pass, on or across any of the 
works, banks, or channels of a canal or drainage work after he has been desired to desist there- 
from, excepting by means of such bridges, tords, and ferries, and their approaches, as are 
provided by the Divisional Canal Officer. 


87. No Canal Officer, unless specially exempted by the Lieutenant-Governor from the 

’ operation of this rule, shall have any interest in tha distribution of water from any of the 

canals, or purchase or bid for any Government property sold thereon, either in his own.name 
or in the name of another, or jointly or in shares with others. 

88. The Ameen appointed to measure up the area irrigated in any village shall, before 
leaving it, make over the khusras to a Mohurir, who will then compile the khatiauni. A copy 
of the khatiauni will be taken by the Putwaree, who must, as a rule, make it himself; but if 
he cannot from any cause do so, the Mohurir must make it, and the Putwaree is to be held 
responsible that he gets a copy. 


89. The copy of the khatiauni thus made shall be hung up in some conspicuous place 
_ in the village, and slips in the prescribed form (Appendix D), showing the amount he 
| will have to pay, area irrigated, &c., shall be prepared by the Putwaree and given to 
each ryot. 
40. The allowance to the Putwaree for the above work shall be one-quarter anna in the 
on the collections, and shall be paid to him by the Collector on his being satisfied 
that the work has been properly done. 


41. The measurements of eaeh crop irrigated shall be made as soon as practicable, and 
every care should be taken to have the kbetisant hung up in the village at least fifteen days 
' before the crop is cut, so that the ryot may make his complaints, if he have any, in good 
time. 
42. In case of any subsequent alteration of the khatiauni, owing to correction of clerical 
errors, &c., such alteration shall be at once communicated to the Putwarce to enable him to 
correct the village copy and slips accordingly. 


43. The Zilladar sball submit his check measurements in a form (A dix EB) which 
shall be sent in for the inspection of the Divisional Canal Officer. The Sub-divisi

18. If only a portion of a field be faeigetaa, the water-rate shall be chargeable on the 
whole field, unless such portion shall have bee n clearly demarcated, previous to the. admission 
of the water, by a ridge not less than half a foot high.

40, The allowance to the Putwaree for the above work shall be one-quarter anna in the 
rupee on the collections, and shall be paid to him by the Collector on his being satisfied 
that the work has been properly dune, 


41, The measurements of eaeh crop irrigated shall be made as soon as practicable, and 
every care should be taken to have the khatiauni hung up in the village at least fifteen days 
before the crop is cut, so that the ryot may make his complaints, if he have any, in good 
time. * . 

42. In case of any subsequent alteration of the khatiauni, owing to correction of clerical 
errors, &c., such alteration shall be at once communicated to the Putwaree to enable him to 
correct the village copy and slips accordingly. 

. 43, The Zilladar shall submit his check measurements in a form (Appendix E) which 
shall be sent in for the inspection of the Divisional Canal Officer. The Sub-divisionah, 
Candl Officer shall also check the Ameens’ measurements as often as he possibly can, If it 
be found that any Ameen wilfully or frequently makes wrong measurements, he shall be 
punished by dismissal, and shall be declared incapable of obtaining further employment

8. The tonnage of every empty vessel, excepting steamers and flats, shall for the 


of the “Canals Act of 1864” and of these rules be determined, and tolls shallbe ” 


ied thereon, under the same rules and by the same system of measurement as above laid 
down for laden vessels, with the following exception, viz.— . 
The measurement of the depth of an empty vessel shall be made from the gunwale to 
the bottom of the vessel, instead of being taken from the waterline, as in the 
case of a laden vessel. 

4, The measurement of steamers and flats shall be taken to be as ascertained by the 
Master Attendant’s Department at Calcutta for the payment by such vessels of the port 

dues under the Merchant Seamen’s Act, subject to the following deductions ; — 


(a.) Inthe case of steamers, 35 per cent. of the tonnage of the hull, excluding the 
cabin accommodation altogether, will be allowed as the tonnage of the 
engine-roam, coal-bunkers, &c., and toll will be levied on the remaining 

“~ * 65 per cent. of the tonnage. 

(b.) In the case of flats, 10 per cent, of the tonnage will be allowed for accommod- 
ation, &c., and tolls will be levied on the remaining 90 per cent. of tonnage, 


5. All vessels which may be employed solely in conveying troops on military duty, or 

military stores, or which may be employed solely in work connected with the maintenance 

* or improvement of the Nuddea rivers, as well as boats used by police officers on actual duty, 
shall be exempted from paying tolls. This shall not be held to apply to police officers in 
transit from one district to another, unless for the purpose of making an arrest or for holding 
an investigation, . 

6. If. vessel, on which toll has been duly paid, be unable, by reason of the shallowness 
of the water, or of any other natural obstacle, to prosecute her voyage up the river, she may, 
provided she returns to the toll station without unloading or taking in cargo, be permitted 
to pass along the other river (if any) without extra charge. If the vessel be unable to pass 
along either river, the Toll Collector may, at his discretion and after consideration of the 
circumstances of the case, refund the amount of toll which may have been paid on such 
vessel. 

7. Every boat or vessel carrying passengers, or used for fishing, shall pay tolls only 
once in the same day. Provided that no passenger vessel shall be allowed this privilege 
unless returning empty or conveying the“»ame passengers as on the first trip. The word 
«day ” in this and the following rule shall mean a day between sunrise and sunset, and shall 
not mean 24 hours, 

8. An-empty cargo-vessel or boat leaving and returning empty to the station limits on 
the same day, having paid toll, shall not be required to pay toll a second time. A vessel 
leaving the Chowkey limits laden, and paying toll accordingly, shall not be required to pay 
toll again if returning empty on the same day. 

9. _Boats or vessels which may have entered the Nuddea rivers unladen or partially 
laden, and paid toll accordingly, shall, if they receive on board any additional freight, be 
subject fo re-measurement and to the payment of any additional amouut of toll which may 
be leyiable on account of the additional maundage. 

10, Immediately after entering the Chowkey limits, the manjee of every cargo-vessel 
shall take such vessel to the measuring ghat, and such vessel shall remain there until it shall 
havg been measured in accordance ' the rules for measurement. _ 
4,1. After measurement shall have been duly effected, the measuring Mohurir shall 
deliver to the manjee of the vessel a pass in the form annexed (Appendix EI.), and shall 
inform the manjee yerbally of the amount of toll payable by him.

Passenger ticket in form (EIII). In case of doubt as to the good faith of any claim to 

* exemption from toll, the measuring Mohurir may detain the vessel for which exemption is 
claimed, and report the case for the orders of the Toll Collector. 


22. No fleet of vessels or rafts lashed together and exceeding 150 feet in length, or - 
carrying or floating timbers exceeding in all twenty in number, shall pass into or through =~ 
any of the Nuddea rivers at one time or abreast. 


23. No single vessel or raft carrying or floating. a greater number than twelve, timbers 
shall pass into, or out of, or through, any of the Nuddea rivers. And no single Vessel or 
raft carrying or floating more than six timbers shall pass into or through any of the afore- 
said rivers between the lst of December of any year and the Ist of July following. 


24. For every vessel or rafi, or fleet of vessels or of rafts, and for every timber which 
shall pass into, or out of, or through any of the Nuddea rivers in violation of rules 22 
and 23, the owner thereof or the person in charge shall, on conviction by a Magistrate 
under section 18 of the “Canals Act, 1864,” be punishable by a fine not exceeding Rs. 10 
for each vessel, raft, or timber in excess of the number authorized, besides being subjected to 
the payment of the prescribed toll on the same. The payment of the toll shall, if necessary, 
be enforced in the manner described in section 9 of the “Canals Act, 1864.” 


25. Owners and agents of steamers who may desire to avoid the delay consequent on 
ayment of toll on passing toll stations, may give notice to the Board of Revenue of their 
deve and willingness to pay toll in Caleutta on demand; and on depositing such amount ' 
as the Board of Revenue may determine, they shall be furnished with a certificate which 
shall entitle the steamer or flat to pass any toll station without detention, the amount of 
toll due on account thereof being paid in Calcutta on demand, or deducted from the amount 

deposited with the Board of Revenue. 


26. The Commander of any vessel or vessels obtaining the privilege mentioned above 
* shall leave at the toll station a certificate of having passed the toll station. The éertificate 
shall mention the date of passing.
